Let us review very briefly the claims 
of those who advocate conferring even 
a limited rate-making power upon the in- 
terstate commerce commission. The ad- 
vocacy comes under the misleading guise 
that it is not the power to make rates 
which ts claimed, but the right to revise 
existing rates when unreasonable or un- 
just; that is, that the power to make {ni- 
tial rates or schedules shall not be grant- 
ed, but only the power to revise an ex- 
isting rate. Initial rate making ca’ 
scarcely be said to exist any longer 
this country. The naming of a new rate 
must almost invariably be the revision of 
an existing one, and the right to revise 
one is necessarily the right to revise all. 
Therefore, to grant to he commission 
the right to revise one rate is to gran 
the right to make any and all rates in 
the sense that rates are now made.

The president in: his annual mes- 
sage laid specia] emphasis upon the ne- 
cessity for doing away with rebates, and 
for the keeping of the highways of trans- 
portation open all upon equal terms. 
There is no issue or controversy before 
the people or congress as, to whether 
or not rebates or secret discriminations 
should be stopped. No one desires more 
the railway managers themselves 
that there should be an end_to all such 
practices, They are as detrimental to 
the transportation interests as they are 
to the great body of shippers. 

No rational suggestions have been 
made, however, as to how the granting 
of rate-making power to the interstate 
commerce commission could be 
to this end.

Hudson has taken up this subject, and 
the question of immigration in the sece 
ond of his monthly talks to the farmers 
of the state, and his article on this line 
is in part as follows: 

“The scarcity of labor and the fact 
that the negro is becoming yearly more 
unreliable as a tiller of the soil, - have 
conspired to make the subject of imml- 
gration one of intense interest to the 
planters of the south. Hitherto our peo- 
Ple have been accustomed to feel and 
to say that negro labor is the best for 
the cotton fields. But more than once 
have we heard the wish expressed that 
we could bring in a class of better la- 
borers who could be depended upon to 
keep their contracts, and to take hold 
of all the improved methods of cultiva- 
tion. Some have suggested the bringing 
in of Chinese as a @olution of the labor 
problem; but we do not favor the intro- 
duction of any more inferior races with 
the consequent risk of a mongrel pop- 
ulation In these southern states. 

“We favor immigration, but if it fs 
possible to do so, we would have a strict 
quarantine against even a large class of 
European immigrants, and much more 
so against Asiatics. . - 2s 

“Georgia opens wide her gates to all 
foreigners of good character, whether 
they be rich or poor, and bids them come 
in with a welcome to all that our laws 
can give to make secure their right to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness. 

“We would add, however, that we ore- 
fer immigration from our brethren of 
the north and west, Americans already 
familiar with American laws, custums 
and institutions, 

“But ‘rightfully those whom we thus 
invite ask of us, ‘What have you to 
offer?’ We offer homes in the midst of 
as hospitable and God-fearing a people 
as can be found anywhere within the 
bounds of the United States, and in a 
state whose lands in every section, in 
spite of all obstacles, have steadily in- 
creased in value and under the influenoe 
of cotton selling at from 9 to I|2 cents a 
pound will continue to increase.
